cal storms in the Atlantic, Caribbean and 
Gulf of Mexico. 
Not that the bureau expects 26 hurri­ 
canes to blow up, but it employs the whole 
alphabet because people are always asking 
whether it did, or why it didn’t. There are 
seldom more than IO hurricanes in one sea­ 
son. Alice is the only name on last year's 
list that also appears this year. It seems a 
storm blew’ up in the Caribbean last month, 
before the bureau had compiled its list of 
names for this year. So the first name on 
last year’s list w’as appended to this storm. 
Hurricanes usually appear during the J une- 
November period. 
Some of the names the weatherman has 
ready to apply to storms w hich may sw eep 
up the East Coast are right pretty. Here is 
the complete list.

At Danger Point 


Tax experts of a Boston bank estimate 
that combined federal, state and local taxes 
take $9 0,000,000,000 of the people’s money 
each year, which is 30 per cent of national 
income. Tw’enty-five per cent was regarded 
as the limit in relation to national health. 
The nation is now beyond the limit. In 19 29 , 
before the world fell apart, the take was 
only 12 per cent of national income. 
In 19 29 the'federal government took 34 
per cent of total tax income and now’ gets 
75 per cent. This has pinched state airer loc­ 
al governments drastically. Growing cities 
especially, in need of more revenue to pro­ 
vide services, rely heavily on property taxes 
w’hich are climbing steeply. 
There is no escape from big budgets at 
the federal level, and at state and local lev­ 
els where population increases rapidly, the 
only possible safeguards are economy within 
essential programs and the lopping off of all 
non-essentials. The units of government 
w’hich do not practice the utmost in econo­ 
my, without denying the people the services 
they expect and need, are headed for trou­ 
ble.

WASHINGTON JP — One of 19 55*s best understate­ 
ments was in the report to President Eisenhower by 
his advisory committee on highways. 
It said: “ There can be no serious question as to 
the need for a more adequate highway system . Only 
the cost and how it is to be met poses a problem ” 
Then the committee suggested a superhighway 
program and a way to pay’ for it. In terms much 
vaguer than the com m ittee’s, Eisenhower recom ­ 
mended it to Congress. 
There it ran into a critical chorus: there was no 
disagreement on the need for better highways but 
plenty of questions on how to pay for them. 
Under the present program 
— if continued over 
the next IO years — the government would spend 


8 - 4 billion dollars on main and secondary roads.

So far and away the main cost of the superhigh­ 
ways would have to be borne by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
A special federal corporation would be created to 
handle the superhighway financing. It would scil 
bonds to raise 25 billion dollars for a 10-year pro­ 
gram with the bonds to be paid off in 30 years. 
The money the government got over 30 years from 
taxes on motor fuel would be specifically set aside 
to pay off the bonds. And Eisenhower suggested the 
government might get revenue from toll roads. 
This isn’t the whole picture but it raises some of 
the main questions and arguments: 
Wily set up a government corporation at all? Why 
not let the Treasury pay the costs out of its general 
fund as it does for other government debts? 
It mr'ht be cheaper; the corporation might have 
to pay higher interest rates on its bonds than the 
Treasury pays on bonds it sells to raise money. 
The committee estimated the cor pf) ration’s inter­ 
est costs over 30 years at ll billion dollars. That, 
added to the 25 billion for superhighways, plus 6 bil­ 
lion for secondary roads, would make this new high­ 
way program cost at least 42 billion. 
By law Congress puts a limit on the money the

Wouldn’t setting up a special corporation which could 
borrow money be just a device to get around the 
debt limit and make the public look smaller? 
Various interpretations have been put on the sug­ 
gestions by the committee and the President on toll 
roads: for instance, that the government would not 
only pay states for existing toll m ads that fit into 
the superhighway pattern but encourage them to 
build more, thus adding to the expense of the public.

Stitch A Stole 


By DOROTHY ROE

Ev ery g irl needs a stole, to wear 
ov er suits in spring or with cotton 
dresses in summer. 
The rankest amateur can make 
la stole, which in its simplest form 
consists of a piece of fabric about 
two y ards long folded in half 
leng thwise, and stitched around 
the edg es. This is the basic stole, 
but local sewing center ex perts 
offer a few tips on how to g iv e it 
fashion sig nificance with decora­ 
tiv e detail. 
A handsome stole may be made 
from brown silk-and-worsted suit­ 
ing fabric, trimmed in diamond­ 
shaped appliques in contrasting 
tones which may be stitched on 
with the automatic zig zag g er at­ 
tachment of y our sewing machine. 
To make the stole, using brown 
paper for a pattern, draw' and cut 
lout eig ht diamonds, eaeh about six 
inches wide, leav ing a half inch 
seam allowance all around. Press 
down 
the seam 
allowance 
and 
baste in position on the ends of 
I y our two-y ard leng th of fabric 


(which is folded leng thwise). 
If 
y ou hav e one of the new automat­ 
ic zig zag g er attachments for y our 
sewing machine, or if y ou hav e an 
automatic machine, use the blind 
stitch disc, set for 25 inches to 
the inch at a 4 big ht, and stitch 
around the edg es of the diamonds. 
If y ou don’t hav e an automatic at­ 
tachment or machine, y ou can, 
of course, stitch the appliques by 
hand, using a buttonhole or fea­ 
ther stitch, as y ou prefer. 
Lay 
fabric flat for stitching , so that 
stitches are only one thickness. 
Now fold the stole fabric leng th­ 
wise and with raw edg es firmly 
[pinned tog ether, trim the ends to 
parallel the diamond edg es. Leav e 
a half-inch for seam allowance. 
Each end 
will now 
hav e four 
points. 
Turn stole so rig ht sides are to­ 
g ether and stitch along points and 
halfway up the open side. 
Do 
the same on the other end, leav ­ 
ing a foot open on the long seam 
so that y ou can turn the stole 
rig ht side out. Press seams open. 
Turn stole, poking out points with 
scissors points. 
Slip-stitch open­ 
ing and press. 
For y am fring e, cut y am in fl­ 


inch leng ths. Use a crochet hook 
to pull the y arg throug h, securing 
by pulling the two loose ends 
throug h the loop. Now y our stole 
is ready for the Easter parade.

TAIPEI, Formosa WI — Signs 
multiplied today that Nationalist 
China might be forced lo another 
painful decision — a pullout from : 
Nanchishan. 
northernmost anchor 
of 
Chiang 
Kai-shek’s 
offshore 
island chain.

be unwise to overestimate the ca-j 
pabilities of the defenders — per-1 
haps 5,000 guerrillas and regu­ 
lars.

Nanchishan, 120 miles north of 
Formosa and 20 miles off the Red 
mainland, is the last island off 
the Chekiang coast still held by 
the Nationalists. Its abandonment 
would roll the civil war front back 
to the 
Matsu group, 
IOO miles 
northwest of Formosa and also 20 
miles off the coast. The Matsus 
dominate the approaches to

chow, capital of Fukien Province. 
A common assumption here is 
that the United States wanted the 
N atio n als to withdraw from Nan- 
shishan to the time of the Tachen 
evacuation.
